POURED OIL ON LIVE COALS

The Can Exploded and the
Fluid Saturated Her Clothing·.

Young and Pretty.

Mrs. Ruby Hoot!, vrho'resided on Faltón
Hill, was tho victim of a most horrible
accident yesterday afternoon; being lit¬
erally burned to death.

lire. Hood was preparing to cook sup¬
per, and was about to pour kerosene oil
Into her stove, which had a few live
coals In It, when tho vapor fnii the oil
ignited and tho flro reached tho can·.
Tho oil exploded with a loucl report, the
burning fluid falling all over her.
As soon as Sirs. Hood realized her sit¬

uation sho became very much oxclted,
and Jumped through Uio back window
to the roof of the back porch. This
caused the flames to burn more fiercely
In the draught. Her screams attracted
the attention of Mr. William Gathright,
an Insurance agent, who happened to bo
In that lulgliborliood. He. accompanied
by Jlr. Ariltur Moody and Mr. James
Seay and two colored men. Robcrl Whit¬
ing and Isaiah Johnson, went to her as¬

sistance, but did not roach her before
horrible Injuries had been Innicted. With
t.uilts and blankets the men managed
to extinguish tho flames, but not until
every garment she woro had been burned
from her body.

Doctors Powerless.
Sho was quickly put to bed and Drs.

James P. Williams ond Bernard D. Reams
were summoned, who responded hastily
and did all in their power to relieve her
suffering.' Owing' to the extent of her
burns the woman's life could not bo
saved, the flames having burned hor from
head to foot, leaving many largo, bleed¬
ing surfaces whoro tho skin and under¬
lying flesh had beon burned.
Mr. Hood, who Is a carpenter employed

at tho Virginia and North Cnrolina Wheel
Works, was 'phoned for and reachod tho
bedsldoof his wlfo only to find her in a,
hopeless condition.
By the careful and heroic v*r>rk of tho

physicians the intense suffering was_r?-
duced to a minimum. In about two hours
sho lapsed hito a state of unconscious¬
ness, from which she never rallied, tho
end coming quietly and peacefully.
Mrs. Hood was a young woman appa¬

rently about twenty-four yours of age,
and had boen married only throo years,
Sho leaves no children, and is survived,
by her husband, u sister r£id a brother.
Arrangements' for the funeral havo not
yet beon mude.

The Platform Adopted.
The platform continues:
"Judge Parker is «lient. Senator Hill

speaks for him. We know Senator Hill's
record. As Governor of the Stato of New
York ho blocked tile secret ballot. As
senator he opposed his party's position on

the tariff and the income tax. The pccple
of New York expressed their opinion of
Senator Hill when he was beaten for the
office of Governor ln 1S94 by 1S6.00O votes.
Neither h_;u-mony, 'confidence nor success
can now follow his discredited leader¬
ship."
The party should refuse to follow the

leadership of such men as August Bel-
mont, declares the resolution, adding that
